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Earth Moving Machines Level Ground At Site Of New Park 
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Work Begins On Recreation Park 


Initial work has now begun on the 
construction of a new 40-acre recrea- 
tion complex on Highway 125, north of 
Elba, and Recreation Director Dennis 
Smith reports the first phase of con- 
struction should be completed in 
August. 


The first phase includes the con- 
struction of three softball fields en- 


closed in seven-foot high fences, 
bleachers, complete lighting facilities, 
underground irrigation, access roads 
and a parking: area. The cost of the 
initial phase is $200,000. 

Actual work began on Friday, May 
21, and consists of building up the 
existing roadway, which was badly 
eroded. The road will be raised eight 
feet to remove it from a creek bed.

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
announced this week that he will file 
qualifying papers on Wednesday, June 
9, to seek a full term as sheriff of Coffee 
County in the upcoming Democratic 
primary election. 

Paul took office on March 11, 1979, 
following the assassination of Sheriff 
Neil Grantham. 


‘] honestly believe the sheriff's 
department has made marked improve- 
ments during my term in office,’’ said 
Paul. ‘‘and I am seeking a full term to 
continue these improvements. In the 
past three years we have increased the 
number of deputies on the road from 
four to six, conducted extensive training 
of our. staff at the county 
jail, strengthened the Sheriff's Reserve 
Force by equipping all members with 
radios and putting the men in uniform, 
and formed the county's first major 
felony squad.”’ 

“The sheriff's department has also 


wken au active roie in community 
projects to reduce crime,’’ added Paul, 
“such as drug dog detention programs 
for schogls and the rural property 
protection program. We have made 
major changes in record keeping and 
hope in the near future to go to a 
mini-computer system. 1 am extremely 
proud of the department's travs record 
in court! We have done an excellent job 
in working criminal cases for con- 
victions and have gotten convictions in 
all major felony cases. During the past 
18 months our department has been 
through seven capital murder cases and 
all have resulted in convictions.’’ 
Sheriff Paul is a graduate of Elba 
High School. He holds a B. S. degree 
from Troy State University in criminal 
justice, has served on the Governor's 
Commission on Crime, is vice-president 
of the Alabama Sheriff's Association, is 
a member of the Fraternal Order of 
Police, a former Jaycee and attends the 
First Baptist Church of Enterprise.

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Elba Bd. Of Education 
Awarded $27,160 In 
Federal Lawsuit

A federal district court jury in 
Dothan has awarded a verdict of 
$27,160.00 to the Elba Board of Educa- 
tion against Celotex Corporation. The 
suit involved a claim by the Board of 
Education that Celotex failed to main- 
tain the roof on the Elba Middle School. 

The Board, in the suit filed in spring 
of 1981, petitioned the court for $97,000 
in damages. The Board payed for 
replacement of the middle school roof 
last summer, which cost $87,000, 
according to Supt. John Osburn, An 
estimated $15,000 worth of interior 
damage to the school resulted from the 
leaky roof, he added. 


The roof was originally installed on 
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the school when the building was 
completed in 1972. Celotex was re- 
quired by contract to maintain a 
watertight roof on the middle school, 
according to Osburn. ‘‘We felt they had 
failed to do this,”’ he said. 

‘*We felt we had an excellent case, 
and that we were well represented by 
our attorney. The case and facts were 
very proficiently presented to the judge 
and the jury. The judgment was 
awarded by the jury. We were dis- 
appointed by the fact that the amount 
was not greater. But, we understand the 
judicial system, and when a case goes to 
the jury they weigh the facts. We will 
just put this behind us and move on,”’

COMPLAINTS AND 

REDRESS 

What should you do if 
you've bought a product or 
service and it breaks down, 
falis apart or doesn’t work 
right? 

Return to the store where 
you bought it or call the 
person who provided you 
with the service. You'll need 
information about the date, 
place and time of purchase; 
the price and the exact prob- 
lem you've discovered. Be 
polite, and get the person's 
name you're complaining to. 
If this contact doesn’t pro- 
duce results. contact that 
person's supervisor. 

If this doesn’t work, go to 
the manufacturer or com- 
pany headquarters. Their 
consumer affairs or customer 
relations department should 
give you the quickest action. 
If this still doesn't work, you 
can go to your state or local 
consumer affairs office--or to 
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an independent trade medi- 
ation panel. 

If you still haven't 
achieved any results, you 
may want to take your com- 
plaint to a small claims court, 


RECIPE 

I don’t often mention 
recipes in my column, but 
this one is so easy, simple 
and very nutritious that I just 
had to share it with you. It is 
called Creative Egg Casser- 
ole. First, cook a package of 
frozen broccoli. Then slice 
six hard-cooked eggs in half 
lengthwise. Arrange broccoli 
and eggs in a shallow baking 
dish. Now stir together a can 
of condensed cheddar cheese 
soup and a third cup of milk. 
Pour this over the broccoli 
and eggs. Top with one-half 
cup herb seasoned stuffing 
and bake for 25 to 30 minutes 
at 325 degrees. 

I'd like to remind you that 
an egg has 70 calories and 


broccoli is low in calories. All 
in all, a serving of this 
casserole will not be high 
calorie-wise.

Relationships, such as 
love and hatred, are based on 
one’s attitude toward others.

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McDonald Is Candidate 


State Senator Albert 
McDonald of Huntsville, 
pledging to help the Ala- 
bama farmer and assist on- 
sumers with a new service. 
this week announced he is a 
candidate for the commis- 
sioner of agriculture and 
industries. 

McDonald, citing his ex- 
perience in farming and serv- 
ing in the state legislature as 
qualities to provide leader- 
ship. made the announce- 
ment with stops in Mobile, 
Dothan, Montgomery, Bir- 
mingham, and Huntsville. 

“This office is the most 
important and overlooked 
constitutional office in the 
state,"" said McDonald. 
“This is the consumer pro- 
tection office because the 
Statutes charge it with over- 
secing such matters as truth 
in packaging in items on 
grocery store shelves, guard- 
ing against adulterated 
meats and foods, and check- 
ing gasoline pumps to see if 
they are dispensing proper- 
ly.” 


“Because of this impor- 
tant responsibility, I am pro- 
posing that the department 
install a toll-free consumer 
hotline for the people to use 
when they feel that they are 
not getting what they pay 
for,’’ said McDonald. 

“At a time when farmers 
are going bankrupt at the 
greatest rate since the De- 
pression, it’s time for leader- 
Ship from someone wha 
knows the farmers’ problems 
and works with government- 
al agencies to make sure the 
government isn’t the one 
who puts him out of busi- 
ness, but helps him sell the 
farming goods,’’ McDonald 
said. 

‘I'm the only legitimate 
farmer in the race right now 
because, for the past 28 
years, I've had to make a 
living from getting on that 
tractor every spring and 
sweating it out in the fields in 
the summer,”’ said the Madi- 
son County farmer. 

With ‘the great farming 
resources Alabama has, we 
must be able to export our 


, cotton, 


products as other states do, 
and this will improve the 
economy for everyone.”’ 


“Using statistics provid- 
ed from Auburn University," 
McDonald said, **Alabama 
farm exports rank only ninth 
out of 10 Southern states, 

“We have to get in the 
race to sell our agricultural 
products to foreign coun- 
tries. Not only will this help 
our economy here in Ala- 
bama. but it could help the 
national trade balance,"’ said 
the state legislator. 

McDonald said the com- 
missioner of agriculture and 
industries is-looked on as a 
leader in solving many of the 
farmer's problems, but 
people must also realize that 
this office is charged with 

‘helping industry, and he 
feels that we need to ex- 
pand our existing industries. 

“This is a more realistic 
look for creating jobs rather 
than running _ half-way 
around the world trying to 
find some foreign industry to 
come over here," said the 
two-term senator. 

“We need to help our 
people who already have an 
industry here and operating 
before they go out of busi- 
ness, and I will work toward 
that too,"’ pledged McDon- 
ald. 

McDonald, an eight-year 
veteran of the Alabama Sen- 
ate, is a life-long farmer in 

‘Madison and Limestone 
Counties. His operation over 
the years has _ included 
wheat, soybeans, 
corn, cattle and hogs. He has 
served as president of South- 
ern Cotton Growers and on 
the Board of Directors of 
National Cotton Council, Cot- 
ton Incorporated, and the 
Madison County Farm Bur- 
eau. In 1973, he was named 
National Cotton Farmer of 
the Year by COTTON 
FARMING magazine. 

His legislative duties 
have include the chairman- 
ship of the Senate Rules 
Comvancee and yive-chair- 
mavship of the Senate Agri-
